DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to a cylinder lock, classified in class 70, subclass 493. 

II. Claims 20-24, drawn to a key, classified in class 70, subclass 406. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a key with a 
different lock. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with James Ristas on August 3, 2004 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-19. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 20-24 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1. 142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 
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Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bottom wall of the keyway must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1,8, 11 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 
recites "the keyway having opposed top and bottom walls". However the drawings only display a 
single top wall (figure 4) wherein there is no bottom wall because the keyway is open at the 
bottom. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-19 are allowed if rewritten to overcome the objections noted above. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail. Hoevenbergh '628 
discloses activator pins (bottom f) and filler pins (middle f pins). However Hoevenbergh '628 
does not disclose the pin bores penetrating at least one keyway sidewall at an intermediate angle 
to the axis. Price '062 does not disclose the activator pin having a length substantially equal to 
said uniform distance and a filler pin having a length no greater than said uniform distance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
